Anglers  News 

Spring  is  finally  here  and  the  talk  of 
getting  out  on  the  water  can  be  heard 
around  the  corridors  of  Tattersalls. 

Things  are  looking  good.  Stuart  Reed 
from  Fishabout  Tours  tells  me  that  there 
are  signs  of  salmon  coming  into  the 
harbour  this  month. 

Our  last  meeting  in  August  was  well  attended 
by  16  keen  saltwater  anglers,  all  wanting 
to  know  how  to  catch  Pelagics  on  fly  in 
Pittwater.  Our  thanks  go  to  Mike  Felton 
for  sharing  with  us  his  Pittwater  secrets. 

Here  is  an  extract  on  what  Mike  sees  in  a 
day’s  fly-fishing. 

What  fly  fishing  means  to  me 

‘ While  fly  fishing  is  a  prolific  way  to  fish,  it 
means  a  lot  more  to  me  than  just 
catching  fish.  It’s  the  excitement  as  you 
prepare  the  night  before,  the  expectation 
as  you  discuss  the  reports  that  have 
filtered  through  during  the  week,  the 
anticipation  as  you  head  out  in  the  crisp 
morning  air.  It’s  the  adrenalin  rush  as  you 
see  bait  shower  and  a  fish  break  the 
surface;  it’s  the  grace  of  the  cast,  the 
excitement  of  seeing  a  fish  follow  your  fly. 
It’s  about  having  the  line  in  your  hands  as 
you  retrieve  and  literally  feeling  the  take 
and  the  fish’s  first  run  as  the  line  slips 
through  your  fingers.  It’s  about  being 
hopelessly  outclassed  by  fussy  Salmon 
one  day,  only  to  come  up  with  a  pattern 
that  clobbers  them  the  next.  It’s  about 
releasing  the  fish  in  the  knowledge  that 
you  succeeded  but  without  imposing  too 
much  on  this  wonderful  fishery  of  ours. 
And  finally  its  about  sharing,  sharing  a 
morning  with  a  mate  who  will  have  the 
memory  for  as  long  as  you  will,  and 
sharing  experiences  and  tactics  with 
others  to  both  improve  your  knowledge 
and  to  possibly  help  them  to  make  their 
outings  more  successful  and  rewarding".

Adventurer  *  Skier  *  Staunch  Friend 

Tell  us  where  you  started  out? 

I  was  born  and  bred  in  Sydney, 

Haberfield  1941.  My  93  year  old  mother 
still  lives  in  the  family  home.  Grew  up  in 
that  part  of  the  world  and  educated  at  St 
Patrick’s  Strathfield. 

And  then? 

I  took  my  first  job  at  the  Daily  Telegraph 
in  the  days  of  Sir  Frank  Packer,  while  I 
was  doing  a  compositors  course,  worked 
in  the  advertising  department.  Then  in 
1 965  with  a  couple  of  mates  including  Bob 
Jelfs  (also  a  member  of  Tatts)  we  took  off 
on  an  adventure,  to  drive  a  kombi  van  from 
Bombay  to  London.  Unfortunately  the  day 
we  arrived  in  Bombay,  war  was  declared 
between  India  and  Pakistan.  Stopped 
passage  of  our  original  route,  Pakistan, 
Afghanistan,  Iran,  however  it  provided  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  really  see  India 
and  Nepal.  We  found  places  that  hadn’t 
seen  a  white  face  for  years!  Returned  to 
Bombay  -  shipped  the  kombi  up  the  Persian 
Gulf  to  Kuwait  while  we  camped  on  deck. 
These  were  happier  days  on  our  planet 
and  travelling  and  meeting  the  locals 
through  Iraq,  Syria,  Jordan,  Lebanon  and 
Turkey  was  a  most  rewarding  experience. 

How  was  London  in  the  sixties? 

London  at  25  was  exhilarating,  marvellous. 
Made  some  wonderful  friendships  the 
continue  to  endure,  and  met  my  wife-to- 
be.  Interesting  also  as  I  became  involved 
in  contract  cleaning  and  that  has  been  a 
large  part  of  my  life  ever  since. 

Where  has  your  business  life  taken  you? 

Launched  my  own  cleaning  company 
business  in  the  early  70’s  and  developed 
it  to  a  highly  competitive  level  employing 
hundreds  of  people.  Through  a  passion  for 
snow  skiing,  we  created  a  business  of  ski 
lodge  development  and  share  syndication 
in  Charlotte  Pass.  However,  in  1979  I  was 
involved  in  an  horrific  car  accident  on  my 
way  to  the  snow...  I  survived  when  others 
didn’t  and  I  spent  6  months  in  hospital.  It 
changed  my  life  and  obviously  it  affected 
what  I  could  do  and  what  I  wanted  to  do. 

My  business  life  took  another  satisfying 
curve  as  I  bought  into  hotels:  The  Rest  in 
Milsons  Point;  The  Chalet,  Charlottes 
Pass  and  The  Albion,  Port  Melbourne. 

What  are  you  proud  about  in  your 
business  life? 

To  have  been  able  to  be  so  richly  involved 
in  diverse  projects  ...  most  satisfying. 


Your  personal  life? 

After  the  accident  we  bought  a  farm  named 
"Linger  &  Die".  500  hectares  between 
Stroud  and  Gloucester  on  the  Karuah 
River.  Just  beautiful.  My  wife  and  I  get 
there  most  weekends.  Invigorates  the 
soul  ...we  also  breed  excellent  beef  cattle. 

Any  more  ambitions? 

To  be  a  better  skier  in  deep  snow,  a  sport 
I  love!  I’ve  always  wanted  to  travel  back  to 
India  some  day:  seek  out  the  old  places. 
But  I’ve  spoken  to  younger  people 
who’ve  been  there  more  recently  and  I 
guess  I’d  find  it  all  changed.  I’ll  hang  on 
to  my  own  memories. 

How  would  you  describe  yourself? 

I’d  say  I’m  an  enthusiast.  I  like  to 
complete  my  own  projects.  But  I  live  and 
let  live  unless,  of  course,  it  doesn’t  suit 
and  I  enter  in  vitriolic  correspondence. 

How  do  you  use  the  club? 

From  my  early  membership  years,  my 
children  Andrew,  Martin  and  Alicia 
celebrated  Christmas  and  birthdays  in 
the  dining  room.  My  60th  birthday  party 
was  another  happy  celebration.  As  I  don’t 
work  in  the  city  I  am  unable  to  partake  in 
the  culinary  delights  of  the  Club  lunch.  I 
enjoy  the  casual  camaraderie  of  the 
gentlemen  of  the  snooker  room.  As  a 
perennial  early  exiter  of  the  Calcutta 
tournament  I  am  a  little  tired  of  hearing 
"there  is  always  next  year". 

Anything  you’d  like  to  see  changed  in 
the  club?
